Reasons for Allowance 

3. The present claims are deemed allowable over the references of record since the 
references of record fail to disclose or render obvious the claimed structural limitations. 

While the Examiner deems that the prior art of record disclose the relative layer 
order due to the teaching of surface oxidizing (or nitriding) the magnetic film for 
improved adhesion, the Examiner notes that one of ordinary skill in the art would readily 
appreciate that a surface oxide or nitride layer is necessarily a thin (i.e. less than 100 
nm thick) layer. As such, the Examiner deems that the present claims are neither 
disclosed nor rendered obvious by the combined teachings of the prior art of record.
